In arriving at these conclu- 
sions, America’s top scientists 
have pointed out that the manu- 
facture of nuclear weapons is 
becoming simpler every day, 
deliberate attempt 
to hide them correspondingly 
easier. Also, stockpiles of fis- 
sionable material are already in 
existence in both the Soviet 
Union and America and there is 
no foolproof way of finding out 
how much material has been 
produced—especially if there is 
any desire to make a secret of 
the matter. 

In Washington the new plan 
is defined as “having a more 
limited objective, which is to 
achieve a degree of openness in 
the United States, Russia and 
other countries concerned that 
would make surprise attack im- 
possible.” The theory is that 
while it is possible to hide 
manufacture of the bomb it is 
not possible to hide the steps 
necessary to deliver the bomb. 


Limited Access. 


Because of more limited ob- 
jectives, the new plan abandons, 
for example, the previous, re- 
quirement that ground inspec- 
tion teams must have unhin- 
dered access at all times to any 
point in the country inspected. 
As of now, the United States 
would be agreeable in early 
stages of disarmament to accept 
certain limitations on move- 
ments of the ground inspectors. 

As one official put it, “There 
are certain things that we are 
not prepared to let the Rus- 
sians see and the reverse is also 
undoubtedly true.” 

But as a concession to Russia's 
often expressed fear of attack 
from the United States forward 
military bases, the United States 
is prepared under certain condi- 
tions to give the Russians means 
of assuring itself that military 
aggression is not being prepared 
in the areas in question. 

Minimum Requirements, 


The United States plan has the

It was the second revolé at 
the big prison in six weeks and 
Warden Lawrence Delmore: Jr. 
said yesterday's rebels failed in 
an attempt to free 15 inmate 
leaders of the earlier outbreak. 

The 15 had been brought back 
here only three days ago from 
isolation at the county jail ‘at 
Yakima. In their 26-hour July 
5 insurrection, they took nine 
hostages and won agreement on 
most demands for better condi- 
tions in the prison which houses 
some 1600 men. 

Delmore said the only conces- 
sion he made to the latest group 
of rebels who held out only six 
hours was to promise individual 


interviews sometime today. , to 
hear their complaints. 
The warden said. he teler 


phoned the mutinous convicts in 
the ir stronghold and said: 

“You will be held answerable 
for the safety of the hostages, 
and there is no chance of your 
succeeding. Release the guards 
and return to your cells.” 

He said the convicts talked 
among themselves about a_half 
hour and decided to surrender, 
“agreeing it was foolish to have 
the hostages.” . 

The last of the captured 
guards were freed from the Cell- 
blocks shortly after midnight. 
There was no damage to the 
prison except for windows brok- 
eri by tear gas shots. 


FREED GERMANS SAY 8000: 
STILL ARE HELD IN RUSSIA 


GOETTINGEN, | 
Aug. 15 (AP)—One hundred-and 
sixty Wehrmacht generals and 
staff officers are among nearly 
8000 Germans still held in sévén 
prison camps in the Séviet 
Union, 36 released Germans, re- 
ported here today. 

They said all the high- ranking 
military prisoners are confined 
in Camp Voykovo at Ivanovo. in 
the Moscow region. One. was 
identified as Maj. Gen. Héinz 
Hax, Olympic champion pistol 
marksman, who commanded tbe 
Eighth Panzer Division. 

Returning prisoners said food, 
clothing and shelter in the seyen 
camps “definitely improved” in 
recent months.

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Violence Comes Wholesale 


Nobody can persuade us that Edgar Allan 
Poe’s “Murders in the Rue Morgue,” the ex- 
ploits of Sherlock Holmes, G. K. Chesterton's 
stories of Father Brown, Agatha Christie and 
other gems of detective lore are not good read- 
ing. and almost as interesting if competently re- 
worked for radio and’ television. All of them deal 
with crime and some are tinged with blood. But 
we doubt that any psychiatrist has raised a 
warning hand against them. 

Tess satisfying, however, is the more recent 
“private eye” literature, especially that written 
directly for radio and TV. Here emphasis on vio- 
lence crowds out most of the other elements of a 
good story. The general lack of relevance to real- 
itv—even if the cops do catch the crooks in the 
end—also is disturbing. And why are there so 
many of these programs?” 

What has been vaguely troublesome becomes 
almost alarming when one glances at statistics 
prepared by Dallas W. Smythe of the University 
of Illinois for the Fund for Adult Education. His 
facts on violence on the air are part of a broader 
analvsis of the content of TV programs. That, 
too. is not very flattering. But here we will stick 
to the violence 

In one week of New York TV entertainment 
in 1953. for example, 3421 acts and threats of 
violence were observed. That was 6.2 acts or 
threats per hour, or 15 per cent more than in 
1952. Only one-sixth of these, incidentally, were 
committed in the name of the law. During the 
hours when children are supposed to see most 
of their TV, the average went up to 9.6 acts or 
threats per hour. Meaty fare for the young. Simi- 
lar studies in New Haven, Los Angeles and else- 
where showed similar results. So one may prob- 
ably assume that this is an approximately fair 
sample across the country. 

We wonder, however, whether the real com- 
plaint should be that there is so much blood or 
so much monotony. Perhaps it is possible to ac- 
quire a sort of habit of seeing six-shooters and 
blunt instruments in use. 

Or a lot of people may turn off the switch for 
the week long before they come to act or threat 
of violence No. 3421. Not everybody has lost the 


_ capacity for boredom. Easy as it may be for the 


producers to run through a virtually standardized 
formula, are they really sure how many are still 
watching? 

Must the first-class TV features—there is not 
enough time left for them to be anything but 
number—have this dreary back- 
Is the American public so addicted 
to the tough guy and his victims? Maybe it would 
even prefer more soap operas or give-aways. 

}ut whether or not people are still looking and 
listening—and the program directors can say 
that the heavy run of crime and violence reflects 
popular interests and tastes—have not radio and 
television a responsibility to society itself? If 
the so-called comic book industry is now under 
obligation to clean itself up, do not radio and 
TV need to take a long, serious, honest look at 
the Smythe report for the Fund for Adult Edu- 
cation” 

If this report is in error let the networks 
show where. If not then substantial improve- 
ment in the character of programs in many 
communities is in order

The $4,000,000 Fly 


It looks like a house fly. It’s an entirely new 
species, though, with more bristles. Lydella 
griesescens by name. It is being used in an al- 
most Rube-Goldberglike adaptation of nature to 
the purpose of getting rid of the corn borer, a 
pest of the cornfield. The esteemed Daily Plains- 
man of Huron, $.D., gets the credit for giving it 
that swell name of “the $4,000,000 fly.” 

South Dakota lost an estimated $20,000,000 to 
the corn borer last year, and figures this flossy 
new fly can control borers at least 20 per cent, 
thus saving $4,000,000. The State College has ac- 
cordingly loosed numbers of Lydella g. upon the 
northern plains. 

Here the Goldbergian sequence of events {is 
supposed to set in. The female of the species 
deposits maggots at the entrance of the tunnel 
of the corn borer. The maggots pursue the borer 
through the tunnel anc eat it. The Plainsman 
says Lydella won't launch this attack against 
anything else, “it just has a grudge against the 
corn borer and the stalk borer.” 

Whether or not all this will disturb the balance 
of nature will remain to be seen, the Plainsman 
concludes on a note of scholarly open-minded- 
ness. That part of the balance of nature that con- 
sists of us will have to sit and wait and see.

Synthetic Storm 

The storm that has been swirling around the 
new nonpolitical St. Louis County Police Depart- 
ment seems to be more synthetic than real. That 
is the interpretation most county residents will 
put on the affair, pending concrete evidence to 
the contrary. 

For one thing, the department's difficulties (if 
they may be called that) have been brewed in 
part from the statements of disgruntled ex-mem- 
bers of the force who have a yearning for the 
good old days. Those were the days when law 
enforcement in the county was in the hands of 


the politics-ridden sheriff's office and his poli-. 


tically-appointed deputies. 

Another phase of this artificial storm seems to 
be the attitude of some municipal police chiefs. 
They see the new department as “too military,” 
too this, too that. In general these charges 
merely reflect the long-standing prejudice of 
many municipal police chiefs against the county 
force. 

Since the new department is authorized to 
contract with municipalities for police services, 
many of the chiefs see it as a threat to their 
own vested interests. It may be, too. For if 
Superintendent DuBois can do a better job and

a more economical job than a municipal police 
force, there is not much reason for taxpayers to 
put up with second-rate service. This might be 
as good a time as any for Supervisor Matthews 
to call for a moratorium on selfish criticism of 
the new department. After all, the force was 
created by the people because they were sick 
and tired of law enforcement as it existed under 
Sheriff Mosley. ' 
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Rhee Continues His Incendiary Talk 

The situation in Korea remains dangerous. 
After Assistant Secretary of State Walter Rob- 
ertson had induced Syngman Rhee to withdraw 
his demand that the international truce teams 
get out of Korea by last Saturday midnight, the 
fiery South Korean president has renewed his 
ultimatum. 

Speaking before 50,000 people in Seoul at the 
tenth anniversary of Korea's liberation from 
Japan, the 80-year-old South Korean leader de- 
clared: “We must carry on our determination to 
oust the foreign spies until we succeed.” 

Let everyone hope that this remark is not 
taken as the incitement to trigger more trouble 
at the army compound in Pusan which contains 
the members of the Neutral Nations Supervisory 
Commission team. If it does,.a situation that 
had begun to improve could take a sudden turn 
for the worse. 

The last thing that should occur in South Ko- 
rea is violence between the South Koreans and 
the United States forces there. Tragedy enough 
in itself, fighting between these two groups of 
Korean war allies might cause the Communists, 
north of the truce line, to think the time was 
ripe for them to move south again.

On Reorganizing FHA 


Opinions vary as to just what the Hoover Com- 
mission intended when it proposed that the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration be reorganized. One 
interpretation is that the Commission had in 
mind reorganizing FHA right out of its present 
status as a Government agency, and making it a 
privately owned corporation. 

Housing Administrator Albert M. Cole, noting 
this interpretation though not himself adopting 
it, has taken strong exception to any such reor- 
ganization. Addressing the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, he rightly argued that frag- 
mentation of the FHA would not get the Govern- 
ment out of private business, but “get the Gov- 
ernment out of Government.” 


In its 20 years of existence the FHA, despite 
some derelictions from time to time, has proved 
its usefulness to the nation and the home build- 
ing industry. The principle of mortgage insur- 
ance which it established has helped to lower 
interest rates and other costs of housing credit- 
so that home ownership has been opened to hun- 
dreds of thousands of families that might other- 
wise have remained tenants. 


Mr. Cole sees FHA as one of the foundations 
of the Government's housing and urban renewal 
programs. As he suggests, since those programs 
are proper concerns of Government it is surely 
proper that FHA should be a government agency. 

The National Association of Home Builders, 
speaking through its president, Earl W. Smith, 
has also come to the defense of FHA, which it 
calls “an insurance fund so affected with the 
public interest as to require governmental con- 
trol.” By pooling mortgage risks on a scale 
which Mr. Smith considers “beyond attainment 
by private lenders,” FHA has helped to develop 
credit instruments which, in his words, “have 
made possible today's modern, large-scale home 
building industry.” 

Since large scale home building is a major 
ingredient in a large-scale national economy, we 
should go slowly indeed in any FHA reorganiza- 
tion that might impair its basic functions. 
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An Absurd Accomplishment 

One of the absurd accomplishments of our in- 
dustrial security system is that it prevents us 
from making full use of the man who pioneered 
the first attempt to shoot earth satellites into 
space. Although Dr. Fritz Zwicky was one of 
the leaders in a group of scientists who early in 
World War II helped in many hush-hush rocket 
developments, he is now denied contact with 
classified projects. 

The difficulty grows out of a technicality. 
Dr. Zwicky is a Swiss citizen. Our security reg- 
ulations require that any immigrant alien must 
formally declare his intent to become a citizen 
of the United States before he can obtain person- 
al security clearance. Dr. Zwicky, however, pre- 
fers to remain a citizen of Switzerland, princi- 
pally because he is under fewer international 
travel restrictions as a Swiss than he would be 
as an American. 

Dr. Zwicky is an avowed anti-Communist. Ten 
years ago he was the late Gen. H. H. Arnold's 
personal choice for the Air Force scientific board 
that interviewed the top German scientists, many 
of whom now are American citizens and allowed 
close to projects from which Dr. Zwicky is 
barred. Surely we ought to think twice before 
foreclosing the opportunity to make use of the 
intellectual capacity of this scientist. A change 
in regulations is in order.

Contributed by Dwight Davis 

A native St. Louisan, the late Dwight F. Davis, 
in 1900 conceived the idea of offering in interna- 
tional competition the massive silver tennis tro- 
phy that bears his name. As lawn tennis was 
played then, it was a game in which sportsman- 
ship was perhaps as important as victory, and the 
Davis Cup competition was looked upon as a de- 
vice both to stimulate international play and 
bring together high type men from throughout 
the world. 

Young Davis, a first-class player in his own 
right—he was a member of the first two United 
States Davis Cup teams—iater went on to be 
Secretary of War in the Coolidge Administration 
and Governor-General of the Philippines. In 
both posts he brought reflected glory to St. Louis. 
His Davis Cup, however, became the world’s pre- 
mier tennis trophy, and over the years men of 
many nations have fought fiercely for the honor 
of possessing it for their country. The United 
States, which is preparing to defend the cup 
against the winner of interzone finals between 
Australia and Italy, won it in the land down 
under last December. 

But what this generation of St. Louisans may 
not remember about Dwight Davis is that he was 
one of the principal founders of the city’s mu- 
nicipal sports system. He was appointed Park 
Commissioner by Mayor Kreismann in 1911 and 
served five years in the post. His slogan, “Let's 
grow men, rather than grass in our public parks,” 
spelled out a philosophy that he implemented 
with all the resources of his office. International 
tennis owes much to Dwight Davis, all right, but 
so do the young men and women who use the 
city’s recreation facilities.

This is a situation made to order for 
skulduggery.

The observer keeps asking 
himself: Can Ike learn from this expe- 
rience? 

Can Ike learn from the Talbott affair? 
What startled Washington politicians, 
Democrats and Republicans alike, was 
the delay in Talbott’s resignation. But 
is not that only natural in an Adminis- 
tration which regards its every act as 
automatically virtuous? 


Politicians know what can, and cannot, 
be done in public life. Business men 
like Talbott take a long time catching 
on. Talbott is the bridge-playing friend 
of Ike, who helped run G.OP. fund- 
raising drives for Dewey and then Eis- 
enhower.

Summer heat sucks many strange 
creatures from the earth and the shad- 
ows, and not the least of these is the 
anti-Semitic resort keeper. 


Within the past weeks we have seen 
some of the promotion literature that 
the Missouri resort hotels and lodges 
send out—scenes of cold-stream fish- 
ing, mouth-watering eating, and dreamy 
afternoon naps under leafy trees. 


Invariably, in every handful of bro- 
chures that we inspected one or two 
resorts would advertise that they 
“catered to Gentiles only” or “have a 
restricted clientele.” 


The fact that only a small number 
of the pleasure spots took the trouble 
to boast of their bigotry may seem an 
encouraging sign to some. We can't 
help feeling, however, that the percen- 
tage is still too high. Such intolerance 
eats at the spirit of democratic living, 
and is certainly un-Christian. 


We do not deny the right of these 


resort people to exclude whomever they 
want from their grounds. We do not 
deny that right, but common sense and 
a- basic humanitarianism certainly 
moe discourage their exercise of that 
right. 

The use of race as a standard of ac- 
ceptability for commercial dealings is 
no more logical when directed against 
the Jewish people than it is when di- 
rected against the Polish, Irish, or 
Italians. Whoever thinks that he can 
create a “Christian atmosphere” simply 
by eliminating all traces of Jewish in- 
fluence is woefully mistaken. 

What renders this attitude so remark- 
ably inconsistent is the reminder that 
Christ Himself was a Jew. How can 
one obtain a Christian world if it is not 
also to some extent a Jewish one? 

And those who would argue that. 
after all, the Jews killed Christ, forget 
one essential point. Christ was crucified 
for our sins, and we all must share in 
the shame—Gentile as well as Jew.

Berea’s Light in the Hills 


BEREA'S FIRST CENTURY, 1855-1955, by Elisabeth 
S. Peck. (University of Kentucky Press, Lexington, 
Ky., 217 pgs., $3.) 

The story of Berea, more adequate 
than anything previously published, is 
told by a woman who is peculiarly 
qualified, for Elisabeth Peck taught 
there for 41 years as head of the history 
and political science department and 
when she retired in 1948 she became 
college historian. During her tenure as 
teacher she visited in most of the Ken- 
tucky mountain counties, from which 
come most of the boys and girls that 
the college serves, and gained a thor- 
ough and sympathetic understanding of 
them. 

The book makes clear, what is not 
generally known to the present genera- 
tion, that in its earlier years the college 
was an outstanding example of non- 
segregation. When it was founded, in 
fact, it was dedicated to emancipation of 
the Negroes, and after the Civil War it 
was bi-racial, with Negro students pre- 
dominating. It was 
only when, in 1904, 
Negroes were ex- 
cluded by law from 
its classes, that its 
major interest was 
shifted to the Appa- 
lachian region, from 
which now come 
about 90 per cent 
of its white stu- 
dents, with only a 
minor enrollment of 


Negroes, although 

there is no dis- 

crimination against 
Elisabeth S. Peck them. 


Consistently Be- 
rea has maintained its distinctive fea- 
tures, adapted to the needs of mountain 
boys and girls, with daring and un- 
orthodox approaches to learning, includ- 
ing elementary and secondary prepara- 
tion for those who come with little pre- 
vious education, its student industries 
(at which there is employment for at 
least 10 hours a week), anc its free 
tuition; but in spite of these different 
characteristics it holds an undisputed 
place as a first-class college. 


Although in its early years the college 
passed through periods of great finan- 
cial difficulty and was hindered by 
bitter opposition, its position is now 
secure, for it has an endowment of 
$15,000,000. But it still needs funds 
for further expansion to serve the stu- 
dents that come by the hundreds out of 
the mountains of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Alabama, the Virginias and the 
Carolinas, in fulfillment of its pur- 
pose—contributing to the spiritual and 
material welfare of the mountain re- 
gion of the South.

The Service said intensive sur- 
veys in Canada and the Far 
North indicated “substantial im- 
‘provements in the reproductive 
succe:s of waterfowl throughout 
important Parts of their breed- 
ing range.’ 

It forecast a considerable in- 
crease in the fall flights for the 
Mississippi and Central Fly- 
ways, a moderate increase in the 
Atlantic Flyway and a slight in- 
crease in the Pacific Flyway. 

The new regulations fix the 
over-all length of the season for 
hunting migratory waterfowl to 
run from Oct. 1 to Jan. 15, 1956. 


This is an extension of five davs | 


over last year’s basic framework. 
Within those dates, hunting sea- 
sons for the. individual 
will be selected by their game 
administrators. 

A total of 70 days shooting 
will be allowed in Atlantic Fly- 
way states, instead of the 60 al- 
lowed last season. 

The Mississippi Flyway states 
will have 70 days, instead of 55. 

Central Fiyway will have 75 
shooting days for ducks, instead 
of 60, but the season on geese 
will remain at 60 days. 

Pacific Flyway, which got an 
increase of five days last year 
in the only 1954-55 season length- 
ening, will retain an 80-day 
season. 

Penalty for Split Seasons. 

States desiring split instead of 
continuous seasons may elect to 
have them by giving up 10 per 
cent of the permissible shooting 
days. Those that ehocse split 
seasons may, for the first time, 
divide them into unequal pe:iods. 

The Service said, in connec- 
tion with extension of the sea- 
son length five days beyond Jan. 
10, that it will study the effect 
of. the later closing to evaluate 
| any adverse biological results 
and to estimate the effect on the 
take of birds.

They Go to School in Summer for Fun 


City's Playground Program Draws Over 53,500 Children a Week and They Are All Kept Busy 
|S

HAT, exactly, is the young- 
W.: generation coming to? 

All fall, winter and spring 
the men and women of tomor- 
row deplore the idea of going 
to school today. Then comes 
the good old summertime, and 
school would probably be the 
last place you would expect the 
vacationing scholars to be pass- 
ing the time of day. 

But thousands of St. Louisans 
in the 5-through-15 age bracket 
are doing just that. 

Although the youngsters are 
graded, tnere, are several miti- 
gating circumstances which help 
to explain their unorthodox be- 
havior. No homework, for one 
thing; v»x.untary attendance, for 
another. And plenty of fun. 

However, there is another 
basic difference. 
the children flock to 70 public 
school grounds, they draw a 
very definite line at entering a 
classroom for serious study. Ac- 
tually, they limit the curricu- 
lum to organtzed sports and 
other pleasant summer diver- 
sions. 

The vacation time  back-to- 
school pattern is not a move- 
ment of recent origin, for St. 
Louis children have been mak- 
ing a practice of this procedure 
since the summer of 1924, when 
the Board of Education started 


its playground program. Except. 


that now there are more young- 
sters, and naturally, more pub- 
lic school playgrounds included 
in the 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday schedule. 

“Age is the only requirement 
any St. Louis youngster has to 
meet for eligibility,” explains 
Louis Kittlaus Jr., who heads 
the non-segregated program 
that runs for 10 weeks each 
summer. This year’s activities 
will culminate in a field day 
Aug. 24, when North and South 
side winners of playoffs now in 
progress will compete at Public 
School Stadium. 

General supervisor of the 
North Side is Jules Blanke, who 
during the regular school year 
is football and baseball coach 
at McKinley High. Blanke, who 
twice made all-district and all- 
state in football, lettered in foot- 
ball (fullback) and _. baseball 
(catcher) in each of his four 
years as a student at McKinley. 
A member of the class of ‘36, 
Blanke has been coach at his 
alma mater for 11 years. 

Blanke’s counterpart on the 
South Side is Walter Ehlert, of 
the Harris Teachers physical ed- 
ucation department. 

Size and scope of the play- 
ground program. alone could 
easily raise havoc with the daily 
six-hour schedule. (Last week's 
city-wide attendance: 53,677.) 


“Our schedule,” Kittlaus ex- 
plains, “includes a games pro- 
gram which stresses inter-play- 
ground competition, a handicraft 
division that includes puppetry, 
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dancing classes which stage eve- 
ning pageants that attract as 
many as 1000 spectators, and an 
apparatus program that empha- 
sizes slides, swings, see-saws and 
wading pools.” 

If the youngster is still dis- 
interested, he might find the 
checker and mill tournament to 
his liking.

Replacing Light Fixtures. 


AYBE you have a problem 
Mio your home that a new 
light fixture might solve. 


There isn’t much complicated 
about replacing a light fixture. 
First, you need a new fixture 
and then pull the main electric 
switch and remove the fuse from 
the circuit you are working on. 


This will prevent some helpful 
person throwing on the main 
switch while you are still at 
work. , 

Loosen the screws or nuts that 
hold the old fixture in place so 
it can be dropped and then cut 
the wires that connect the fix- 
ture to the main house wires. 
Cut these wires an inch or s0 
below the splice where they 
join the house wires. 


Your new fixture will come 
with two wires attached. One 
is black and that’s the hot wire 
and the other is white and that’s 
neutral. The black wire must 
be attached to the same house 
wire as the black wire on the 
old fixture and the white wire 
‘goes to the white house wire. 
As you left an inch or so of the 
old fixture wire attached to the 
main house wire you won't have 
any trouble knowing which wire 
goes where. 


Remove the tape,or covering 
from the splice, untwist the 
wires so that the short length 
of the old fixture wire can be 
removed. Scrape the exposed 
wire so that the metal is clean, 
twist the wires tegether to make 
a good strong splice and then 
cover with tape. The _ splice 
should be covered with enough 
tape to equal the insulation on 
the other portion of the wire. 
Now fasten the fixture up into 
place and you're set.
